CARTHQUAKES~~IN CALIFORNIA. 


Three IMitlnct Shock. Felt at u Number of 


Different Pl»c«M. 


SAN Dosoo, Cal., Oct. 24.—This city 


«nd neighboring towns were visited 
yesterday afternoon by a series of earth- 
quakes of more than ordinary severity. 
The first shock occurred at 8:03 p. m., 
and was followed at intervals of a quar- 
ter of a minute by two others, the last 
being one of the strongest experienced 
here since the coming of Americans. 


People in brick houses swarmed into 
the streets, hearing the startling grind- 
ing of bricks and mortar and seeing iu 
ftomc canes the walls crack. A heavy 
sound was heard in all parts of the city 
immediately preceding the quake. Con- 
siderable consternation was caused iu 
the public schools, the children in some 
of the rooms being hastily dismissed. 
Clocks were stopped, windows and 
doors were shaken sensibly. 


The second shock wag observed by 


few people, being very light; and com- 
ing when ail wero talking of the first, 
but the third was »o pronounced so a» 
to bring the people into the streets. 
Telephone messages from Corronadu, 


Upper Otaydam, Campo, National City 
and other places, showed that tha quake 
was felt about equally at all surround- 
ing places. Loose rocks were shaken 
from the hillsides and rattled down the 
among and a heavy groan and booming 
noise accompanied the tremors. 


The weather observer reported an- 


other slight shock at 4:25 o'clock, not so 
strong as the first one, but quite per- 
ceptible. It was not felt on the ground. 
The wave* came east to west in all in 
stances. So far a* knowu no damage 
was done.

Ground was broken on Monday for 


the largest tinplate mill yet erected 
in the Tnited States. The mill is to 
be erected near Pittsburg. It will 
not be a washery; it will make its 
own blade plates. The willingness of 
capitalists to put their money into 
tinplate 
establishments 
notwith- 


standing tlie reduction of 50 per cent 
in the duty is a sore subject for pro- 
tectionist orators and organs. They 
could have borne the matter with 
more equanimity If the projectors of 
new mills had waited until after the 
election to spread the news before the 
country. 


A furniture factory in Grand Rap- 


ids, Mich., a few weeks ago opened an 
office in Manchester, EngJaiui, and 
has already secured several large con- 
tracts in competition with English 
firms. So much, for the new tariff, 
which put lumber on the free list and 
gave manufacturers a chance to com- 
pete with uhe Britisih manufacturer 
in his own home. 


It also appears that some binding 


twine factories have closed down re- 
cently, but for the purpose of making 
repairs and enlarging their facilities. 
Tbe truth is that the new tariff has 
distinctly stimulated Industries, so 
that even Toin Reed doubts the ad- 
visability of returning to the McKin- 
ley "war tariff," which was in fact 
higher than the war tariff. 


The Sidney (Australia) Mml has 


beca discussing the probable effect of 
an American demand upon the prices 
of Australian wools. Hitherto buy- 
ers from this country have been tak- 
ing no scoured wool at all, and have 
selected the best qualities of Austra- 
lian grease wool in order to import as 
little dirt as possible consistently 
with getting the lowest rate of duty. 
Now that both greasy and scoured 
wools are free they are quite likely 
to buy only the scoured iu order to 
avoid paying freight on dirt. 
This 


leads the Manchester TesctSe Mercury 
to reflect that "the conclusion of the 
•whole matter seems to be that the 
hooo of free wool granted to the 
States Implies dearer wool for the 
Yorkshire manufacturer." The Am- 
erica manufacturer will not be sorry 
to hear that Yorkshire has to pay 
more for its wool. 


The price ot wheat and cotton in 


oar own markets is fixed by the price 
at which we can sell the surplus in 
i&rcifn markets. Our prices, there- 


fore, go up and down with the quota- 
tions Mm! .servo to regulate demand 
in the countries where we sell the 
overplus cotton and wheat that we 
cannot ourwlves consume. The wild- 
est advocate*! of protection will not 
deny these facts. 
Yet they have tlie 


impudence and dishonesty to assert 
on the stump and even in the press 
that the low prices of wheat and cot- 
ton are the direct outcome of demo- 
cratic administration, hoping thus to 
impose upon the farmers of the coun- 
try: and beguile.theni into the sup- 
port of protectionist candidates. The 
policy of discouraging trade with for- 
eign nations is a policy always an • 
tagonlstic to the Interest of the tar- 
nier. The nations {hat want his 
wheat and corn and cotton and cattle 
are always desirous ot exchanging 
their commodities for our commodi- 
ties. 
Whatever refrains such ex- 


change is a mutual Injury. 
As long 


as such a policy prevails the interests 
of the farmer are deliberately sacri- 
ficed. 


Comptroller of the Currency, Ecklcs 


who'was in Chicago yesterday, says 
the recent marked revival In business 
is by no means confined to the great 
financial centers of the country. 


"The last call tor a statement from 


the national banks was made on Oc- 
tober 2," he said. 
"It showed an in 


crease in reserve cities since July IS 
ot $38,000,000 of loans and discounts. 
We estimate that, in addition to this, 
there was an increase of $20,000,000 
in outside cities. It was not confined 
to the financial centres, but seemed 
to come from every section of the 
country, indicating a very general and 
healthy revival. 


"Compared with the statement «f 


one year a?o, however, the increase 
is ohenomenal—more than 8150,000.- 


000. 
All this indicates a restoration 


of public confidence and more liberal 
investments. 


Representative GriCIn, of Lucas 


county, who has always been regard-

money basis has been displaced, and 
is a measure of values, the remain- 
ing half, gold, has doubled in value. 
The yardstick that measures in pay- 
ment has doubled the length ot the 
one that measured when we pur- 
chased. This is a wrong, an injustice 
to more than 90 per cent, of the peo- 
ple, aud they, too, the most worthy, 
the people whose enterprise and abili- 
ty make the world and finally pay all 
debts.
